When I have found the mind incapa- 
dle of vigorous, expansive, or continuous 
thought, how thankful have I been that 

the gospel is so short and so simple; that 
the elementary traths which give peace to 
the eonscienee and hope to the heart, can 
be stated in sé few words! There is Di- 
vine wisdom and divine kindness in this.=— 
There are short sentences which contain 

- essentially all that a sinner needs to know, 
to give hima sense of pardon and confi- 
dence towards God: “The wages of sin is 
death;_but the gift of God is eternal life, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord.” “This is 
a faithful saying, and worthy of all accep- 
tation, that Christ Jesus came into the 
world to save sinners and even the chief.” 
“pris is the record, that God hath given 
to us eternal life; and this life is in his Son. 
He that hath the Son hath life; he that hath 

‘not the Son of Giod hath not life.” These, 
and others of alike description, are pre- 
cious sentences. They are what the dying 
“man of God,” Dr. M’All so emphatically 


denominated the core, the very core, of the | 


gospel. 
~ Connected with this is the striking fact 
that, in the hour which is sure and common 
to all—-the hour of which nature’s last con- 
flict and most pressing exigency—-the hour 
when the mind is shut up to one point, and 
‘that point peace with God and hope for 
-eternity---that in that hour all minds come 
to be so rery much on a level, in regard to 
what imparts their confidence, It is the 
same truth, in all its simplicity, that gives 
it to the greatest as well asto the least, 
and to the least as well as to the greatest.

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Not One Woman or Child Saved 


The N. Y. Express denounces in eloquent 
and feeling terms the conduct of a portion 
of those on board the Arctic. It says: 

“According to the statement of one of 
the saved, (Capt. Grann,) no sooner was 
the ship found to be sinking, than two of 
the quarter boats were taken possession of 
by the second and fourth officers and crew, 


another boat (making the third,) was ta- 


ken possession of by the engineers, supplied 
with provisions, water, &c., In this last 
boat it seems there were but eight or nine 
persons. It could have safely accommoda- 
ted many more, but revolvers were drawn 
by those on hoard, against those who were 
shrieking and struggling to get on board. 
In that fearful struggle were many helpless 
women and children, but their pitiful ap- 
peals for life were unheeded by the robust 
cowards who had stolen the boats, and 
turned their backs ypon those whom it was 
their duty to tin ge at least to en- 
deavor to preserve, 

Oh! what a manly spectacle must that 
have been! Hardy, rough handed, broad- 
shouldered, strong-framed men—accustom- 
ed to a business, too, the constant hazards of 
which one would naturally think deadens 
in some degree every thing like’ personal 


fear—men like these treacherously desert- 


ing feeble and delicate women, and shuttirg 
their ears to cries from little children, that 
should have touched hearts of adamant. 
It is enough to make us all ashamed of hu- 
manity, and envy the better nature of the 
beasts of the field. Not one woman say- 
ed! Not one child!—at least we have at 
the moment we write this, no assurance of 
the fact. :

Amidst all the terrible incidents upon 
the destruction of the Arctic, which we 
have been receiving these two days past, 
there is one that impresses us with s feeling 
of awe and-admiration, and shows all the 
world that the age of heroes is not yet al- 
together gone by. We refer to the young 
man, whose post of duty throughout all 
that trying scene was the firing of a signal 
gun, at intervals, in the hcpe of attracting 
the attention of vessels from a distance to 
the scene of disaster.

Later Arctic Discoveries. 


The age prides itself on giv- 


ing early news. Lines for conveying it, and 
the means of its communication struggle 


with each other, and starting from our 


antipodes, the bearers race, one to the east- 


ward and the other to the west, till they 
meet breathless upon nearly the same day, 
and give up their story to the greedy press. 
We are reminded of it by the way that 
news from the Arctic regions pours in 
upon us of late. Months succeeded each 
other—many of them; and we heard no- 


thing from the hardy adventurers who went 


to seek Sir John Franklin or share his fate. 
But, suddenly, from three several sources 
startling news comes in. On the 17th in- 
stant the English mails announce to us that 
Sir Edward Belcher has deserted his five 
ships, and taking to the store-ships sent to 
his relief, returns to Europe. 
the Enterprise, Capt. Collinson, alone of 
all the many that have been out to search 
for Franklin, still prosecuting the search; 
and, indeed, we are left to suppose that this 
lone relic seeks not. so much for the long- 
lost Franklin, as for a way to effect his own 
escape from the bonds of a sea seldom more 
closely locked than it was last winter. 
England, in despair, abandons the search. 

While this is still news to us, on the 21st 
the whole world is startled by an announce- 
ment, coming down overland from the Hud- 
son’s Bay Territory, to the effect that Sir 
John Franklin and his men have perished 
of cold and hunger, and such evidences are 
produced as leave little room to doubt the 
correctness of the feport. And now on the 
27th we publish-the fact that the Rattle- 
snake and the Enterprise are fairly clear of 
all ice, and are on their way back to’ Eng- 
land. The Rattlesnake was sent out two 
years since to relieve the Enterprise, and 
herself got frozen in at Port Clarence. 
(Behring’s Straits.) | 

The hopes of Sir Edward Belcher prove 
true. The Enterprise has re-proved the 
existence of a northern passage, as Capt. 
McClure in the Investigator did last year. 
The great problem over which geographers 
have puzzled for ages has been solved twice 
within the past two years. Not that any 
vessel has actually sailed around the nor- 
thern shore of our continent, but now for 
the second time parties from the West and. 
parties from the Kast have left their tokens 
at the place, and in one instance met on 
the ice and congratulated each other. The 
Enterprise has been three years cruising in 
the Arctic ocean, which she entered from 
Behring’s Straits in July, 1851. She met 
the boats of the’ Investigator, which had 
come in from the East in the’ following 
The next spring (1852) parties 
dispatched over the ice reached Melville 


Island, where Parry, thirty years before, 


stopped, unable to press any farther to the 
west, he having entered the Arctic ocean 
from the Atlantic side. 

Now of all the explorers who have been 
sent out to seek for Franklin, or to explore 
the Northwest Passage, our own Dr. Kane 
and his Advance alone remains. He is pro- 
bably still frozen ap in Sir Thomas Smith’s 
Sound, at a point 220 miles ferther north 
than Sir Edward Belcher took as his point 
of departure, and 70 miles further north 
than any = ever reached in Wellington 
channel. If his own sanguine ex tions

Dr. Gibbons exhibited a number of Oak- 
galls of remarkably regular sphericity and 
uniform size, about one third of an inch in 
diameter. They occurred under a few of 
| the trees in Oakland, nearly covering the 
ground. 

Dr. H. Behr presented the following de- 
scription of a parasitic shrub, found in the 
vicinity of San Francisco. | 

Cuscuta Ceanothi, mihi, Capitula quinque- 
flora, sesilia. Bracteae involucrum penta- 
phyllum constituentes. Calycis partitiones 
guinque late ovatae, obtusae, corolla dimidia 
breviores. Corollae urceolatae limbus quin- 
quefidus, patens, fundus squamis quinque 
ciliatis in multis. Stamina usque ad anthe- 
ras coronae adnata. Stylus bipartitus, stig- 
mata capitata. 

Planta tota modesta, corolla candida, co- 
lore violaceo suffusa, adhuc in Ceanotho a me 
reperta. 


Dr. Wm. O. Ayres presented the following 
descriptions of fishes. 
Osmerus elongatus, Ayres—The species 
which is sold so abundantly in our markets 
under the name of “Smelt” is Girard’s A- 
therinopsis californiensis. It furnishes, how- 
ever, another instance of the misapplication 
of common and well known names to ani- 
mals on this coast, since it belongs to a fam- 
ily of fishes widely distinct from that in 
which the smelts are classed. Buf in com- 
pany with it, and sold under the same name, 
we find now and then a specimen of the 
present species. It is, of course, the one to 
which the name “Smelt” should be applied, 
as it is anear relative of the Smelt of our 
North Eastern States (Osmerus viridescens, 
Le S.) and of the smelt of Europe (0. eper- 
lanus, Art.) while the Atherinopsis has no 
claim whatever to the name. The latter, 
however, being much the most abundant, has 
appropriated the title, and the Osmerus is 
scarcely distinguished by the fishermen or 
their patrons; nor is it perhaps important that 
it should be asthe one species is equally 
delicate and savory with the other. 
My description is taken from a specimen 


little larger. It isso closely allied to O. vi- 
ridescens that the points of distinction from 
that species only need be indicated. 

The form is more elongated and compress- 
ed. Thedepth of the specimen described 
is only nine tenths of an inch; this depth re- 
mains almost precisely the same, from the 
pectoral fins to some distance beyond the 
dorsal fin. The head is less than one fifth 
the total length. | 

The lateral line is not above the silvery 
longitudinal stripe, but runs very nearly 
through the middle of it. 

The teeth generally are not so long and 
stout, while the outer palatine tow is almost 
entirely deficient. 

The dorsal fin commences further back, and 
is not relatively so high. The adipose tin is 
nearerthe caudal. 

In colors the two species agree, even to the 
dark band at the base of the caudal; the 
numbers of the fin rays also correspond. 


Mustelus felis, Ayres—This pretty little 
alon: coast, and within the entrance of

_ Form elongated, quite slender, the great- 
est depth, anterior to the first dorsal fin, being 
only six and a fourth inches.

Eyes an inch and a half in their longitudi- 
nal diameter, distant a little more than their 
own diameter from the snout. Behind each 
eye isasmall spiracle. The anterior border 
of the mouth is about on the plane of the 


| front of the pupil. 


Teeth small, in many rows, flat, somewhat 
acute, each with a central point and one or 
more pairs of tubercles at its base. 
Branchial apertures five, the largest an 
inch in extent, the posterior one being above 
the base of the pectoral fin. 
The first dorsal fin is fifteen inches from 
the snout. It forms be an equilateral! 
triangle, three and a half inches in height; the 
posterior portion of its base for two inches 
and a half is free. 
The origin of the second dorsal is fifteen 
inches from that of the first. The height of 
the two fins is about equal; the base otf the 
second is a little less than that of the first. 
The origin of the anal is nearly on the 
same plane with that of the second dorsal, 
but as its base is longer it reaches nearer the 
caudal than that fin; it is twoinches in height. 
The ventrals are about midway between 
the two dorsals. 
The pectorals are narrow, pointed, their 
height equalling the depth of the body. 
The caudal exhibits beneath two triangular 
lobes, the anterior one being both higher and 
longer than the posterior. 
In color this fish is of a light bluish gray 
with numerous irregular dark slate colored 
spots upon the back and sides; beneath near- 
ly white. The spots, which are of all sizes 
rom those five inches across to mere points, 
give it ata little distance so much the ap- 
pearance of one of the spotted Cats, as to 
suggest the specific name which has “Ses 
adopted. 
. felis is allied in many respects tu M. 
canis, Mitch., so common on our Atlantic 
coast; it may be deemed its Pacific represen-
